The best they can 
get now for their animals ig $190 
to $15 a head with the scant pop- 
ulation of their country for a mar- 
ket. On this he can not provide the 
necessities of life for himself and 
family. 

The Eskimo has been weaned 
from his primitive mode of liveli- 
hood, educated by the govern- 
ment and started in the reindeer 
business but finds himself unable 
to provide for himself and family 
the necessities of life, while herd- 
ing his deer, To leave them un-

Newspaper Columns De- 
clared Aid to Poetry 


Many Contributors Now 
Have Published Volumes 


Presses Swamped by Demand 
for One Publication 


A. PF. NIGHT WIRE) 
CHICAGO, March 28 The an- 
clent complaint of publishers that 
poetry does not sell has been dis- 
credited here by some recent re- 
markable sales records. Publishers, 
booksellers and literary critics have 
watched with amazement as several 
late volumes of verse have disap- 
peared over the counter with the 
rapidity of a best selling novel.

A few years ago the name of

literary world. So far as his friends 
and associates knew his interest 
was wrapped up in the storage 
business. Then one day a poem 
signed with the intriguing 
seudonym, “The King of the 
lack Isles,” appeared in The Line 
O’Type of the Chicago Tribune. 
That poem, a lyric in the melodious 
manner of the Swinburnelan 
school, attracted considerable at- 
tention. Soon others of the same 
type and bearing the same signa- 
ture appeared in that and other 
newspaper columns. 

Presently it was announced that

Smithsonian Scientist Ro- 
ports Gathering 9000 Piants 


Discoveries May Mean Much 
to American Industry 


Collector to Bring Back 
13,000 Orchid Specimens

fEXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
interests of those American in- 
dustries which depend upon such 
raw materials as gums, resins, 
eabinet woods, drug and oll plants, 
are being very actively served by 
the botanical exploration of Costa 
Rica and other Central American 
States which Paul C. Standley, 
Smithsonian botanist, is now car- 
rying on with the financial sup- 
port of Mr. Oakes Ames of Bos- 
ton. The Smithsonian Institution 
has just received word from Mr. 
Standley that he has succeeded in 
collecting 9000 specimens of plants 
in Costa Rica. Many of these will 

undoubtedly be new species. 


The meaning of this. scientific 
work to industry is that the date 
when published will bring to the | 
knowledge of commerce the exist- | 
ence of certain plants commer- | 
cially useful, of which nothing is) 
now known, and will further en- 
able it to distinguish between use- 
ful and nonuseful plants. This may 
be illustrated by the results ob- 
tained from a recent publication by 
Mr. Standley on the “Trees and 
Shrubs of Mexico.” Before the ap- 
pearance of that work, one Amert- 
can industry was importing raw 
gum from Mexico, 30 per cent of 
which was waste, because for lack 
of definite description of the flora 
of the country, the Industry did 
not know from which particular 
gum trees the commercial product 
came. Tht is, while many plants 
produced gums, only a portion of 
such gums was usable. Thanks fo 
Mr. Standley’s critical studies of 
all these plants, the company in 
question was able to specify to the 
native gum-gatherers the trees 
which yield the desired gums, and 
so has eliminated the waste. 

This its Mr. Standley'’se third 
successive season of collecting in 
Central America. He has devoted 
himeelf mainly to Costa Rica, Sal- 
vador, and Panama. In addition to 


his material, the United States Na- 
tional Herbarium, which is un-

fast as it accumulated, and that 
either a longer stroke or faster 
stroke was necessary. 

Acting on this theory he in- 
vented the hydraulic pump, with 
a stroke of ten feet, which can be 
operated at the rate of twenty 
strokes per minute, thus lifting as 
much as 200 feet of fluid per min- 
ute, where the old walking-beam, 
with its three-foot stroke, could 
lift only ninety feet. 

The pump ‘ts operated by hy- 
draulic pressure applied to plung- 
erg on either side of the pump rod, 
the rod being clamped to 4 eros 
bar which connects the upper ends 
of the two plungers. A tall, cylin- 
drical tank containing water un- 


der a pressure of 250 pounds per 


square inch, supplies the hydraulic 
pressure that operates the plung- 
ers. A unique feature of the de- 
vice is that after the water has 
forced the plungers to the top of 
their stroke, it is returned to the 
tank ready to be used again. The 
same water is used over and over 
again indefinitely, without neces- 
sity for ren the compres- 
sion. 

Patterson brought his pump to 
a practical stage about two years 
ago, when its possibilities were 
recognized M. Strong, presi- 
dent of the cific Oi] Tool Com- 
pany, who thereupon purchased 
from Patterson the exclusive right 
to manufacture the pump, agree- 
ing to pay the inventor a hand- 
some royalty, which at present to- 


tals about $2000 per month. 


INCREASES RECOVERY 

The pump is being used exten- 
sively in the Signal Hill field, 
where about sixty are in opera- 
tion. Their average performance 
is said to add from fifty to 100 
barrels a day to the production of 
a well over the output available 
by other pumping methods. The 
deepest well which the hydraulic 
pump is at present producing at 
Signal Him is the Hope on Com- 
panys Well on Crescent avenue 
near Wainut, which is 4720 feet, 
and with the new pump is pro- 
ducing fifty barrels more a day 
than it was getting with the old 
walking-beam style of pump. 

The deepest well in which the 
hydraulic pump is being used is 
the Standard on Company's 
Kraemer No. 5 at Richfield, which 
is 4860 feet deep.

PRETTY PASS” 
Commenting on the forthcoming Sen- 
ate investigation of the Tariff Commission, 
the Democratic Baltimore Sun says: 
“Things have come to a pretty pass when 
it is necessary to name a fact-finding com- 
mittee in the Senate to investigate a fact- 
finding commission of the government.”

ONELY WIVES 

A San Francisco woman wanted a d. 
vorce from her husband on the ground that 
she was left alone by him over two-thirds 
of the time. “Home to him means only 
a place to hang his hat once in a while,” 
she said to the judge. “He is a commer- 
clal traveler and he won't try to get a 
job where he can take his meals and sleep 
at home. He doesn’t seem to care how 
lonely I am, day after day and night after 
night.” 

As the man’s conduct did not seem to 
constitute desertion, it was ruled by the 
court that there was no cause for action. 
The judge then read the woman a little 
lecture on her neglect to provide herself 
with resources against loneliness. 

The trouble in such cases, whether the 
lonesome one be man or woman, is the 
lack of just such resources. But the cul- 
tured mind is full of them. It does not fear 
loneliness so much as it fears militant so- 


jostied by crowds, which many modern 


people seem to love. 

The lonely person generally lacks imag- 
ination—the ability to spread the wings of 
thought and soar above material things. 
“Solitude.” says Lowell, “is needful to the 
imagination.” The person who is pestered 
by endless strings of visitors has no op 
portunity for reading, which is- the best 
resource offered to the lonely. One who 
would accomplish anything worth while 
must have a chance to think. “The 
thoughtful soul,” says Omar, “to solitude 
retires.” Loneliness is a mere mental 
state. A person of real mental gifts may 
be very lonely in a room full of mediocre 
people chattering like magpies about things 
in which he has not the least interest. 

Then. too, loneliness may attack the cul. 
tured one suddenly bereft of a familiar 


mate. But such a person has better 
ons with which to fight it than has the 
shallow mind. :
